Detroit, Mich., Sept. 10.— [Special. over 
100 of the leading bankers of the State gath- 
ered in annual session here this afternoon. 
The address of welcome by Don M. Diekin- 


1 soh was responded to by Gerritt J. Diekema 


of Holland. The feature of today’s session 
was the annual address of President S. M. 
Cutcheon. In opening he said it would be of 
interest to members of the. association to 
trace the trend of legislation in reference to 
banking business, and he told how last June 
ne had written to the Superintendents of 
Banking in each State, and from many he 
had received replies. He then gave an ex- 
haustive analysis which showed that many 
of the States had banking laws, and the in- 
stitutions were under the direct supervision 
of some State authority, but in other States 
there Was no direct supervision of any kind. 
The older of the States had the best laws, 
according to his summary from letters re- 
ceived. He said: 

It will be observed that during the last five years 
‘there has deen much legislation in reference to the 
banking business. The trend of legisiation is a 
boon to place the supervision of banks in the hands 
ot a single official under the rame of bank exam- 
mer or some like designation, to bring trust and 
loan companies under the same control, and to sub- 
ject individual bankers to State supervision, to re- 
‘quire more frequent reports., and to restrict the 
use of the funds of u bank and to prevent the use 
of funds of non-capital banks by its officials and 
trustees. The financial cyclone & 1898 impressed 
‘upon the minds of the bankers the importance of 
‘conservative methods and: upon the legislative 
mind the etatute of every possibf safeguard. 

Then he told how the Commissioners for 
the promotion of more uniformity in legis- 
lation. have been appointed in twenty- 
‘six States and one Territory, and as a par- 
tial result of this the days of grace“ have 
been abolished in ten States and the same 
bill passed the Senate in Michigan, but not 
the House. 

Alluding to the present he said: 

The recovery of thé confidence of the depositors 
after the panic of 1808 has been remarkable. 

Coming down to the question of free coin- 
age he said: 

Histery shows that when unprosperous times 
press. hard upon the people the debtor classes and 
sometimes the debtor governments seek to liqui- 


date their debts in cheaper money than that con- 


templated in the contract. 

Passing to the clamor for free coinage he 
said: 

A law to that effect would, in my opinion, be 
most disastrous to the best interests of the coun- 
try, not to say dishonest. It would take us out of 
line with the great commercial countries of the 
world and reduce us to monomeétalliém. Law 
knows no alchemy by which it can make sixteen 
ounces of silver equal to one of gold: To under- 
take such an impossible thing would be to drive 
gold out of the country as money. 

In closing he said: 

The banks and bankers of the United States owe 
to individual depositors not less than 83.000.000. 
000. No ambition to become rich, no desire to en- 
joy thé luxuries of life, no wish to promote busi- 
nees or social success, no purpose even to assist a 
friend in distress should tempt men to whom this 
fund has been 
dollar of it. Legislation may try to hedge it about 
with all possible safeguards, but no wall can. be 
strong enough or high enough to protect this sa- 
cred trust against the dishonesty of thése within 
the inclosure, Its ultimate safety must be found 
in the conscientious care and nnn of those 
who administer it.

President Botsfurd Resigns—Bonds — 
10 Points Between Sales Preferred and 
Common Stock Drops to Lowest Point 
Ever Touched—Masonic Temple Accounts 


“Stock Market Is Active and Weak—. 


North Chicago an Exception—-Moré Gola 


Will Go Out—Sterling Kates Still Strong. 


The bonds of the International Packing 
company dropped 10 points between sales, 


a quotation of 60 being made. The pre- 


ferred stock of that company fell to 10, a 
G point drop, carrying it to ‘the lowest 
price it has ever sold. The common stock of 
the company also broke all records. It sold 
at 5 and closed at 44 bid. Henry Botsford 
has resigned the Presidency. The cause of 


his resignation is made a mystery, and the 


condition of the company is left to the sur- 
mises of the security holders. 

Taken on its surface the facts developed 
yesterday would indicate the company is 
in a very bad way indeed. Perhaps those 
indications are not entirely reliable. It is 
well-to observe that while there was a 19 
point break in the bonds the total sales were 
but $2,000, and that 60 was bid up to the close 
without any more offers being made at any- 
where near that price. It might be noted 
there was only a 25-share sale of the pre- 
ferred stock at 10. It can be seen, there- 
fore, that yesterday’s quotations may or 
may not establish a market. The transac- 
tions were too small to lead to much con- 
fidence in the quotations. 

Henry Botsford took hold of the Interna- 
tional Packing company about a year ago. 
His friends expected much from his man- 
agement. Results have been less satisfac- 
tory than anticipated. The situation in the 
whole packing field has been exceedingly 
discouraging, and even Mr. Botsford's 
genius has been unequal to placing the com- 
pany in as satisfactory shape as was gener- 
ally hoped for. For some time Mr. Botsford 
has recognized the odds under which he 
was fighting and lately he has done seme 
planning in regard to a reorganization of 
the company. He had a scheme for a reor- 
ganization on what has come to be a popu- 
lar plan in Chicago, a reorganization which 
would convert the bonds into a first pre- 
ferred stock, leave the company without 
debt, and in a position to take full advantage 
of its credit for obtaining working capital. 
There are some who believe that yesterday's 
depressed quotations, and that even the 
‘resignation of the President, is but a part of 
this plan. That it fs the intention to put 
such an unsatisfactory face on the situation 
that the security-holders will be glad to ac- 
cept almost any terms in a reorganization 
and will make such sacrifices as will put the 
company in a strong financial position.. A 
statement made by the President within a 
few weeks showed that the company had a 
working cash capital of $1,100,000. There 
was talk yesterday of a default dn the bond 
interest. The officers of the company could 
of course exercise their discretion about pay- 
ing this interest, even though the company 
has a large cash capital. An examination 
of the mortgage securing the bonds brings 
out no unusual conditions, except that the 
trustee may after six months’ default de- 
clare the principal due and that it is then a 
lien at the rate of 110 instead of the par value 
ofthe bonds. A majority of the bondholders 
control the acts of the trustees in case of 
default, and all right of action Hes in the 
trustee, 

W. M. Robertson, the accountant who cer- 
tified to the Masonic Temple Association re- 
port, makes the following explanation of his 
position: 

„J think I did realize the position I was 
piaced in when &sked to make the examina- 
“tion. I was aware of how widely the stock 
Was spread, and the anxiety for a reliable 
foundation whereon to calculate its value. 
The report as published is a true reflex o 
the condition of the association at that date. 
as shown by the books. It covers three 
years’ business and shows a net earning of 
$222,600, and also the disposition: of this 
profit. It there appears that during last year 
the income was 364,000 in round numbers: 
more than the expenses. This amount is 
some $70,000 less than the earnings of the 
previous year, which is about the difference 
in receipts from the Roof Garden in 1898 and 
1894. This would leave a profit of about 
25,000 for the first year’s business. The 
taxes for that year were not paid until the 
second year, and here lies the source of con- 
tention. If the books would have sustained 
the ‘embracing of the taxes in that year’s 
ekpenses, even if they had absorbed all the 
apparent earnings, it would unquestionably 
have been preferable, and the stockholders 
would have felt the investment indicated 
success by coming out even at the end of the 
first year. This difficulty presented itself 
at my first examination a year ago, and 
serious consideration was given by the di- 
rectors as to the advisability of including 
two years’ taxes in the expenses of the sec- 
ond, although the books showed but one 
paid, and that those of the first year. In the 
detailed report of the examination the diffi- 
culty is clearly evidenced. In an epitomized 


statement for general distribution it was. 


deemed that the aarning capacity of the in- 
vestment, which is the practical basis of 
value of any stock, was of more value to the 
stockholders than the amount of the im- 
mediate assets. In a brief statement the 
two in this case could not be given without 
an explanatory item. 

“In the matter of accrued interest m 
tioned in the articles the ground for such 
criticism was created by the change in the 
time of holding the annual meeting; and, 
while there was accrued interest on the 
bonds at the date of the report, there were 
accrued revenues to at least offset it, but 
such close calculations cannot surely be 
thought desirable in general reports, the 
aim being to give the earning capacity, and 
this can only be arrived at by deducting one 
year’s expenses from the year’s revenues. 
I would repeat that what the books showed 
was the purpose for which I was employed, 

— if the report reflects any of my indi- 
viduality it will be found in accord with the 
conclusion arrived at in the dilemma, that 
market value of the stock is to be measured 
by its earning capacity. 

In regard to the $12,000 mentioned as an 


‘additional liability, I have no idea of what 


it consists, but I can say positively that if 
one cent of it was shown by the books at the 
time of the examination I did not seeit. In 
conclusion I would refer to what you say 
as to dividends, etc. You say in consequence 
of the misstatement of the assets the prop- 
erty may earn about $40,000 a year, and that 
dividends are a good ways off. Leaving bout 


the question of expediency of introducing. 


the matter of those taxes and accrued inter- 
est, how can that possibly offset the 
earnings of this and succeeding years? The 
only factors in determining the earnings are 
the revenues and expenses. Liabilities may 
absorb but cannot prevent earnings, Sup-

pay them. But why anticipate a decline of 
$234,000 in this year’s earnings from those 
of last? The decrease between those of the 
years 1893 und 1894 is visible in the decrease 
of revenue from the observatory in those 
years.

When Mr. Healy appointed his Civil Serv- 
ice Commission it set to work on the as- 
sumption that the only places it had charge 
of were those at Dunning and at the hos- 
pital. It has made no attempt to interpret 
the law otherwise than Mr. Healy and the 
county politicians interpreted it. But John 
S. Miller, the ex-Corporation Counsel, a law- 

yer of high standing and an authority as 
regards city and county matters, gives it as 
his opinion that the act applies to all the 
employés in the county offices as well as to 
the men who owe their places to Mr. Healy 
and the County Board. Mr. Miller does not 
care what may have been the intentions of 
the men who drafted the act. His contentjon 
is that those employés whom it does not ex- 
empt specifically are subject to its provisions. 
The employés of the county officers are not 
exempted specifically and therefore are un- 
der the law. 

, This interpretation of the statute will com- 
mend itself to the people. They were told 
by some lawyers that the law had only a 
limited application and they submitted, 
though with reluctance. Now that they are 
told by a distinguished lawyer that the act 
clearly and unmistakably applies to all 
county empioyés and not to an insignifi- 
cant fragment of them, they will insist that 
the law be obeyed, and that all vacancies 
im the offices be filled by men who have 
passed a civil service examination. 

In this controversy between Mr. Miller and 
the politician lawyers as to the scope of the 
act the people will be on the side of the for- 
mer, for they cannot get too much civil 
service reform in city or county. Therefore 
the County Civil Service Commission will 
have popular backing if it asserts what Mr. 
Miller says are its rights and notifies the dif- 
ferent county officers that they can appoint 
only the men it has certified to them. 


VALEYRIE WINS THE SECOND RACE. 

The second of the five races for America’s 
cup has been run, and Valkyrie wins by 47 
seconds, time allowance, 
same time Vigilant beat Valkyrie II. in 
1893.

Val- 
kyrie kept the lead throughout, turning the 
first mark at 12:57:43, the second at 1:58:10, 
and the finish at 2:55:22, the Defender’s rec- 
ord being first mark 1:01:35, second mark 
2:01:45, finish 2:57:40, or 47 seconds behind, 
showing she had made a remarkable gain 
notwithstanding her crippled condition. 
Valkyrie, therefore, has won subject to 
Defender’s protest.

THE WINDOW GLASS TRUST. 

Day before yesterday a mecting was held 
in this city by Western window glass manu- 
facturers to put up the price and to discuss 
the advisability of forming a grand trust, 
| taking in both Eastern and Western pro- 
ducers. It is stated in the report in one of 
the papers that the object of making this 
combination is to bull the market and to 
drive out foreign competition.” 

A more correct statement would be: To 
bull the market and to let in foreign eompeti- 
tion.“ For the fiscal year 1892 the importa- 
tions of window glass amounted to 72,000,000 
pounds. In 1893 they fell to 63,000,000, in 1804 
to 52,000,000, and in 18065 to 40,000,000, There 
was less protection during the last fiscal 
year than during the preceding ones, but the 
price of glass had fallen so much in this 
country that less was shipped here from 
abroad. 

When the trust gets fairly at work, how- 
ever, and marks up prices, then the fmporta- 
tions will grow larger. The Belgian and 
other foreign manufacturers will not ac- 
commodate their American competitors by 
raising prices when the latter do so, On the 
contrary, they will take advantage of the sit- 
uation promptly, and will ship more giass 
here and offer it for sale at prices which even 
after the duty has been paid will be lower 
than those asked by the American manufact- 
urers. Then the latter will find it difficult 
to dispose of their product. 

It is said that this window glass trust is to 
have a capital of $25,000,000, This means 
that an attempt is to be made to pay @ djvi- 
dend on that sum, which it is assumed rep- 
resents the value of the different plants, 
though they could be duplicated for a great 
deal less than that. The intention is to 
make profits off phantom capital, which is 
precisely what the railroads are after when 
they try to make their watered stocks divi- 
dend paying. 

If the duties were prohibitory the trust 
might make some headway. The country 
must use a certain quantity of glass no mat- 
ter if the price is exorbitant, and if the 
trust were Ale to say how much it should 
cost it might make a profit on its alleged 
capital. But the duties are not prohibitory. 
They are decidedly lower than they Were a 
year ago, and consumers will begin buying 
foreign glass just before the trust begins 
reaping its harvest. Then when the foreign 
competition becomes keen the workingmen 
will be offered lower wages, and there will 
be a row. 

This window glass trust is being formed in 
violation of the laws of this State and of 
the other States in which the glass works 
are situated. That does not seem to worry 
the organizers in the least. They appear 
to be convinced that those laws will not be 
enforced against them. But there are cer- 
tain economic laws whose operation they

PLUNDERED BY CONTRACTORS. 

A committee of the Real Estate Board sub- 
mitted a report last week giving the reasons 
why the bill for the reformation of the spe- 
clal assessment system, prepared by the 
board, was pot adopted by the Legislature. 
The chief reason, it appears, was the under- 
handed opposition of the contractors, who 
preferred a system which is ruinous to the 
property-owners, but extremely profitable 
for them. 

That property-owners have been robbed 
scandalously cannot be denied; The writer 
of this report says: 


1 na ve been riding about the city very exten- 
sively this summer, ahd have carefully noted the 
conditions of the streets that have been paved. 1 
feel safe in affirming that 00 per cent of the streets 
which have been paved within the last few years 
cught today to be repaved. Owners have paid for 
this work full price for good work and good ma- 
terial, yes, and 10 to 50 per cent more than full 
price. if properly done, If the quality and quan- 
tity of material called for by. the specifications 
under which the work was done were used the 
work should have lasted twenty years. Now in 
ten, five, and three years the pavement is like cor- 
duroy. We have not only pald a big price for 
good work, but the work has been poorly done, 
and we are now liable to another assessment for 
the same work. It is thus doubly to the interests 
of some people that poor work be done. This ap- 
mies also to sidewalks and to much of the under- 
ground work, which is often scandalotsly done. 

No one can go out of doors without 
noticing the frightful condition of the pave- 
ments of the prindipal streets. Some of 
them, while improved only a few years ago, 
are so broken up that they cannot be mend- 
ed. There will have to be totally new pave- 
ments. Thoroughfares like Blue Island ave- 


not fit to travel on. While unquestionably 
the constant ripping up of the streets to lay 
pipes and conduits is responsible for the bad 
condition of many streets, yet the chief 
cause is the bad work done in the first place. 
The property-Owners have paid enough to 
provide them with good pavements, but they 
have not got what they were entitled to, ana 
as à consequence have to be assessed over 
again at a time when their property is not as 
productive as it was and they are less able 
to pay. 

It is suggested in the above-mentioned re- 
port that it might be well if property-owners

The members of the Chicago School Board 
may console themselves with the reflection 
that matters are much worse in New York: 
than they are here. When the schools open 
there today there will be room for 15,000 
more children than last year. But that will 
not meet the demand. According to the 
Ww arid about 50,000 were excluded last year. 
Therefore the new sittings which have been 
provided will barely accommodate the nor- 
mal growth of the school population and the 
nuinber of excluded ones will not be les- 
sened, Says the World: 

This is the richest as well as the greatest city 

on the continent, It can well afford any expendi- 
tury necessary to provide ‘school facilities for 
every one of its children. atever sum is needed 
to provide school room for the 50,000 éxclutled ones 
as well as for the annual merease ought to be 
spent. It would be spent but for the miserable 
trickery of politicians who want to keep the tax 
rate down in order to keep possession of the offices. 

If the amount of money spent on the 
schools were used wisely there would he no 


lack of room for the children. If the cost of 


the construction of buildings had not been 
twice what it should, and if teachers had not 
been paid too high salaries and money had 
not been squandered on fads, there would 
have been more for educational purposes.

— place in the temple of fame would be a far 

‘enduring reward than the mere gift of mon- 
7 which is supposed to be a more fitting reward. 


Hardie’s answer was as lame in generals 
as his citation of a particular instance was 
fatal to his claim. The histories tell us that 
the terms first demanded by Columbus were 
regarded as exorbitant and ridiculous, and 
those finally agreed upon were the follow- 
ing: He and his heirs male forever were 
to have the office of Admiral over all lands 
he might discover; he should be Viceroy and 
Governor-General, with right to name Goy- 
errors for approval by the sovereign; he 
sheuld have one-tenth of the net value of all 
the precious metals, precious stones, and 
merchandise obtained within his jurisdic- 
tion; he and his lieutenants should be the 
sole judges in all disputes that might arise 
between his jurisdiction and Spain, and he 
might at any time advance one-eighth in 
any venture and receive a corresponding 
share in the profits. Bvidently the con- 
ferred title of Don, and the title and power 
of Governor, were not sufficient to stimulate 
Cotumbus to set forth on his voyage of dis- 
covery. He insisted on a substantial pe- 
cupiary share in the proceeds. He was not 
wiling to undertake the risks af the voyage 
in ‘consideration of the simple honor that 
wduid accrue to him from it. 

It is absurd to suppose that the mere re- 
ward of such a barren honor as socialistic 
officeholders might.confer would satisfy men 
capable of making great discoveries and in- 
ventions, captains of industry, or men of 
great executive ability. Such would not do
